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Along Came Mary

Shirley Haley of Mattapoisett knows a thing or 
two about writing. One aspect of writing that she fully 
appreciates is the labor-intensive nature of the process. 

It takes a disciplined mind to grind out page after page, 
follow up on all the edits and rewrites and absorb all the 
pressure associated with getting the job done in a timely 
manner. 

Haley is just now breathing sighs of relief and 
gratitude upon the completion of her book “Angel in 
Mink,” an account of Mary Lasker’s (1900-1994) crusade 
for medical research and the National Institutes of Health. 
It is the story of one womans nearly single-handed work 
in helping to establish the NIH in becoming the most 
important funding agency for medical research on the 
globe. The book itself was funded by the NIH in gratitude 
to Mary Lasker, their champion. 

Lasker and Haley share a common thread: Their 
husbands believed in them at a time when such attitudes 
weren't extensively popular. 

For Haley, her husband John agreed with her 
desire to go back to school and get her degree. Once 
enrolled at Southeastern Massachusetts University (now 
UMass Dartmouth), professors quickly noted her gift 
for writing, including technical subject matter. She was 
offered and accepted a position, not only completing her 
graduate degree but also teaching. 

“I graduated in the same timeframe my son 
graduated from high school,” Haley recalled with a smile. 

These two women also share a spirit full of 
determination requiring physical and mental strength and 
purpose. 

Lasker had divorced her first husband due to his 
alcoholism, but she enjoyed an active social life replete 
with well-heeled families and self-made millionaires. 
There she met Albert Lasker. Their relationship would 
flourish and they married. Albert saw in Mary a driven

spirit whose quest to help fund and expand the NIH 
would become important to him also. 

Haley would become a technical writer of 
healthcare policy and the political climates that held 
sway over funding. Lasker would find the money and 
how to wrist it out of disparate sources and congressional 
committees. 

Lasker was unashamedly outgoing. In her 
quest to get funding for the NIH, she tirelessly met with 
congressional leaders and policy makers that would 
lead to the NIH becoming the international leader in 
healthcare funding. 

Despite nurturing important relationships 
through lavish parties, traveling across the country to 
shake hands with millionaires, being always gracious 
with a flair for knowing what would make the money 
flow, Lasker remains an unknown hero today. 

Haley wanted to change that. When contacted 
by her former colleague, Brady Metheny, about writing 
a book with Lasker as the subject, Haley didn’t hesitate. 
By then she had retired from writing and editing journals 
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and articles related to the healthcare industry. From the 
comfort of her beachside home, she could take her time 
writing about a woman she believed deserved credit 
for her contributions in making the world a safer place 
through medical research. 

But time became of the essence when Metheny 
passed away and the ACT for the NIH assumed oversight 
of the project. The pressure to produce was once again 
real. It would take Haley three years to complete Lasker’s 
story; that is not a long time when one considers the 
amount of necessary research and the lack of solid, 
historical data about Lasker’s work. 

With whom did Lasker interface? How did she 
get the funding needed for the NIH to expand? Most of 
what is known about this powerhouse comes from one- 
on-one interviews that were later transcribed. Haley and 
a research assistant plowed through that material during 
the COVID-19 pandemic shutdown. 

Haley did not falter. She believed in the 
project. People needed to know the incredible impact 
Lasker would have everywhere on the planet due to 
the expansion of healthcare research. Lasker was a 
philanthropist and an activist going so far as establishing 
her own foundation. She would go on to receive the 
Presidential Medal of Freedom and the Congressional 
Gold Medal. 

Lasker’s efforts would eventually find the NIH 
being appropriated $45,000,000,000 in 2022. And still 
there is more work to be done. Such local institutions as 
Massachusetts General Hospital, Brigham and Women’s 
Hospital, Broad Institute, Inc. and Harvard Medical 
School all receive research funding from the NIH. 

And there is an important flipside to this story. 
Medical research creates jobs. In 2021, the NIH awarded 
grants and contracts that directly supported 40,440 jobs 
and $7,837,000,000 in economic activity in Massachusetts 
alone. It is likely Lasker would be thrilled with what she 
put into motion, while keeping her foot on the gas pedal. 

This is the type of person Haley shares with us. 
The book is highly readable. Haley fleshes out Lasker, 
bringing to life a woman with charm, a type of physical 
beauty not seen today, who engaged presidents and heads 
of state in conversation. Haley gives us a real person

Albert Einstein once said that “Wisdom is not a 
product of schooling but of the lifelong attempt to acquire 
it.” 

Far be it for me to disagree with old Al, but I Master Plumber #15569 - Licensed Men 
know this: Much of any wisdom I have acquired over the 
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years was learned in school. These lessons have carried 
me through good times and bad. They have taught me 
to respect those who deserve it and be cautious with 
those who don’t. To play fair and be a good loser and 
to recognize one who was not. And, to appreciate good 
advice when it comes your way. 

These lessons have honed my critical thinking 
skills, which have become especially valuable these days 
when the world has become more and more confusing. 

The years 1964 and 1965 were years I learned 
several important life lessons, and they came from 
unexpected places. 

Thad no idea what I was doing when I tried out 
for the tennis team at ORR, but a patient coach took me 
under his wing. John MacLeod must have seen something 
in me because he told me to keep practicing and come to 
practice every day and he would teach me. By senior year, 
I was first singles and team captain. 

One time we knew I would not beat the number- 
one player on the New Bedford High team. He was rated 
in New England, so Coach Gorman (who had replaced 
Coach MacLeod) switched me to number-two singles, 
sacrificing number one and assuming I would win 
number two easily. (Not exactly fair, but I wasn’t wise 
enough yet to recognize it.) 

Their number two never showed up, and just as 
they were going to forfeit, their coach pulled a scrawny 
kid out of the crowd and put him in. He looked like he 
wasn’t even in high school so I assumed I would beat 
the pants off him. Three sets later, I had just barely won 
the match by the skin of my teeth. I learned to never take 
anything for granted. 

Another time we were playing Falmouth High. 
Again, I came close to winning my match by forfeit when 
their best player showed up at the last minute in a big, 
black, stretch limousine. Apparently, he was a member 
of a well-known tennis family on Cape Cod, and he had 
been at a photo shoot for Life magazine! Talk about being 
psyched out! I lost six-love, six-love. A little humiliation 
is an important life lesson. Even more important lessons 
came later. 

The summer of 1965 was hot. I was working for 
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a local carpenter building houses and, on this particular 
day, shingling a roof. The job was a way to make money 
to help pay for my upcoming sophomore year of college 
and get a nice suntan. Thanks to my Portuguese heritage, 
that tan was very dark. 

From my perch on the roof, I could see the 
cars whiz by on the street below. Suddenly I heard the 
screeching of brakes, then a car door slam and footsteps 
stomping across the plywood floor of the unfinished 
house below me. I could hear a commotion and my boss’s 
voice yelling. I had never heard him raise his voice before. 
“Get off this property!” he yelled. “Get off the property, 
now!” 

At lunch break, I asked him what the commotion 
was all about. He said someone stopped to complain that 
he shouldn’t have hired a ... well, you get the drift. He 
turned and went back to eating his sandwich. As we were 
the only two on the job site, I realized the intruder was 
talking about me. 

That experience has stayed with me ever since. 
The following September semester would reveal another 
unexpected encounter with ignorance. 

A time-honored tradition at the art college 
I attended was for each sophomore to be assigned a 
“little brother” or “sister” to mentor. When mine was 
introduced, my companions began to laugh and make 
snide, racially- tinged remarks. I was embarrassed with 
no place to hide. My little brother was black. 
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Soon after, I learned that he was not only a 
talented artist but also an accomplished flamenco guitarist 
and concert pianist, talents he cultivated in his native 
Cuban enclave in Florida where he was well-known and 
respected. All I could do was draw. 

Another old adage suggests that as you get older, 
you acquire wisdom and become humble. I am old so it 
must follow that I am very wise. I’m sure you'll agree. 
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many years in daily newspapers around Boston. 


RBG Was in the House

There’s something magical about being in the 
presence of theatrical excellence. It is powerful, evocative 
and entertaining, all at the same time. That experience 
was shared by the members of the Sippican Woman’s 
Club as they watched a historical performance by Shery1 
Faye, who personified Ruth Bader Ginsburg. Faye was the 
club’s August guest speaker, bringing her unique talent 
to persuade us we were watching and hearing Ginsburg 
herself. 

The actress has written and portrayed a variety 
of female historical characters such as Helen Keller, Susan 
B. Anthony, Eleanor Roosevelt, Amelia Earhart, Sally 
Ride and Abigail Adams to name a few. With the use of 
a screen where corresponding images play out behind 
Faye and preprogrammed audio adds to the illusion that 
there are more actors than a singular person on stage, her 
performance was simply put, a master stroke. 

Faye took the audience into the very heart and 
mind of Ginsburg as she met challenges every step of the 
way in her professional development, starting with her 
decision to study law at Harvard. It’s important to note 
here that Ginsburg’s mother always encouraged her to 
reach for the stars, go to Harvard, become a lawyer and 
dismiss those who said “only men” could and should 
pursue such a career choice. 

Faye’s show was in the narrative style, talking 
about the character while also slipping seamlessly into 
dialog throughout, giving RBG life through her own 
words. Faye’s ability to transport her audiences into the 
very human portrayals speaks to the historical research 
she has completed. That knowledge, coupled with her 
ability to inhabit the characters with such seeming ease, is 
phenomenal. 

Ginsburg’s life was one of incredible challenges. 
Losing her mother as a young adult was a major blow 
to the aspiring jurist. Her mother had wanted to go to 
college but was denied that opportunity simply because 
she was female. All of her own aspirational desires were 
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poured into making sure her own daughter would have 
what she needed to study. 

The Ginsburgs were a family that believed in 
helping others. The young RBG didn’t celebrate birthdays 
at home with guests invited to share in the celebration 
with a big cake and gifts. Instead, Ginsburg’s mother took 
her to an orphanage, where they passed out sweet treats 
and cakes to the children living there. 

Upon querying her mother on why she couldn't 
have a normal party, RBG was told to think about the 
impact that visit had on the children. Philosophies such as 
that would thunder down the decades, as RBG established 
herself as a person always ready to aid those in need. 

Ginsburg would meet her husband while 
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studying at Harvard, eventually marrying her great love 
Marty and continuing to work on her degree. They would 
welcome their first child, and Ginsburg would find the 
way to study and take on the roles of wife and mother. 
Those plans would change when she followed Marty to 
New York. Ginsburg eventually received a law degree 
from Columbia University. Many decades later, Harvard 
would bestow upon her an honorary degree. 

Marty would become very ill while they were 
both at Harvard. Ginsburg forged ahead, not only taking 
care of the home and family, including Marty, but going as 
far as helping him with his studies while working on her 
own degree. 

RBG was a force of nature. She is remembered as 
a champion of rights for all people, a woman who faced 
tremendous odds against her success and the second 
woman to be appointed to the Supreme Court. “It is the 
best job in the world,” she stated many times. 

Faye’s telling of a life that was truly bigger than 
life in so many ways was a humble tale. RBG was not 
boastful and she was not loud. She spoke from a point of 
reference few can achieve, one of grace and strength. Faye 
got it right with emotion, humor and truth. 

Also getting it right was SWC program chairman 
Lorraine Charest, who selected Faye as the guest 
speaker. Of the performance, Charest said, “We were all 
mesmerized.”

Historic District Taking ‘Soft’ Stance 
Marion Select Board

Will Tifft of the recently formed Marion Historic 
District Study Committee appeared before the Marion 
Select Board during its September 6 public meeting to 
update the members and the town on the committee’s 
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activities. 

Tifft said the committee was leaning toward a 
fairly “soft” set of requirements for recommendation 
regarding a potential Historic District. 

The committee’s fact-finding mission has 
included a survey of approximately 200 homeowners 
within the proposed district who were canvassed over 
related subjects. Tifft also outlined the committee’s 
intentions for a September 8 public meeting in which the 
committee would introduce itself in person, update the 
public on the survey results and discuss next steps. 

Tifft was accompanied by Meg Steinberg, an 
advisor to the committee and official chairperson of the 
Marion Historical Commission. Steinberg clarified that the 
historic survey being done by the Historical Commission 
is ongoing and operating as an activity separate from 
the surveying activities of the Historic District Study 
Committee. 

The Select Board voted to approve the 
Codification Committee’s list of responsibilities and 
appointed the following existing members for terms to 
be determined: Hills, Planning Board member Eileen 
Marum; Building Commissioner Bob Grillo; Town Planner 
Doug Guey-Lee; and members at large Mike Sudofsky; 
Will Saltonstall and Marilyn Whalley. 

After thanking Town Administrator Geoff 
Gorman and the Codification Committee for its work and 
noting that the town “got it right this time,” Parker asked 
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if Select Board member Norm Hills, who was not present 
for the September 6 meeting, approves of the action as 
prescribed. Gorman assured Parker that Hills is, in fact, on 
board. 

Until it was discovered that the town’s charter 
dictates differently, the Codification Committee had 
operated as a subcommittee to the Planning Board. Now it 
is directly under the Select Board’s purview. 

Hills was traveling but is anticipated back for the 
board’s September 19 meeting. 

In his Town Administrator’s Report, Gorman 
led off by announcing that procurement documents are 
complete and bids for construction of the new Marine 
Center (harbormaster building) had gone live as of 
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September 6. The remaining estimated funding shortfall is 
just under $1,000,000. Bids are due on October 13. Minor 
site-plan review is in progress. 

The Planning Board’s public hearing for major 
site-plan review of the new Department of Public Works 
operations center is scheduled for October 2. 

Gorman was thrilled to report on a successful 
Marion Town Party held August 26 at Silvershell Beach. 
He served food at the event and enlisted his daughter’s 
help to sell tickets. Gorman credited Hemphill, Brooks 
Wilson, Terri Santos, Kristen Saint Don Campbell, Jennifer 
Peterson and Sebastian Pawlak. 

Special Town Meeting on Monday, October 
23, at 6:45 pm at Sippican Elementary School. Votes on 
Waterways Account appropriations to fund the remaining 
construction costs for the new Marine Center and seawall 
upgrades will highlight the meeting. 

Monday, September 11, was the deadline to 
submit articles for the warrant. As of September 6, the 
town had yet to receive any citizens’ petitions. The 
warrant closes on October 3 and will be mailed out on 
October 13. Marion will not hold a special election this 
fall. 

In light of Judy Mooney’s impending retirement, 
Gorman updated the board on the activities of the Finance 
Director Hiring Committee. He said 15 resumes were 
received, from which seven were selected for September 
7 interviews, two of those seven dropping out from 
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consideration. The interviews were to yield finalists for the 
job to be interviewed by the Select Board. 

Gorman concluded his report by recognizing the 
Energy Management Committee, which over six years has 
brought about a 24% reduction in energy consumption in 
Marion. 

Citing 29% energy reduction in municipal 
buildings and town vehicles and a 49% reduction in traffic 
lights and streetlights, Gorman said, “not only does this 
drastically decrease our utility costs and save taxpayer 
money, it also opens up added grant opportunities and 
increases our competitive advantage to receive those 
grants. I wanted to thank the EMC publicly for their hard 
work and their support of the citizens of Marion. I continue 
to work with the committee to find other avenues of 
savings, including several ground-mounted solar projects 
in discussions and support from Eversource to develop a 
phased plan for electrifying our vehicular fleet.” 

Jessica Elder of Eversource requested continuance 
of the company’s public hearings on the installation of 
underground conduit at Hiller, Front and South streets 
and the installation of a new FO pole on South Street. They 
were continued as one public hearing on September 19. 

Debra Watson and Mandy Givens were approved 
for appointment to the Capital Improvements Planning 
Committee. 

The board accepted a donation of $500 from Joan 
Gardner for the Marion Concert Band. Executive Assistant 
Donna Hemphill said she has seen the band play a couple 
of times this year and that the band has “an immense 
amount of talent.” 

At the request of the Plymouth County Suicide 
Prevention Coalition, the board declared September Suicide 
Prevention Month for 2023 in Marion. 

Parts of Front, Main and Cottage Streets and Island 
Wharf will be closed on December 10 from 3:00 pm to 6:00 
pm for Marion’s annual Christmas Stroll. 

The board spoke briefly about the town’s FY24 
goals ... “This is probably the most aggressive one that I’ve 
looked at,” said Parker. “It’s a good set of goals,” said Burr. 

In separate votes, the board ratified the union 
contracts of the Department of Public Works and the 
Clerical workers that the board had approved in executive 
session. Updates included sick-time language and a modest 
cost-of-living adjustment to both salary and longevity, 
according to Gorman. 

The board was updated on plans to create a Mary 
Ross Memorial Art Gallery at Cushing Community Center. 
According to Gorman, Ross was the pivotal force behind 
the art shows held at the center. The plan is to add a small 
plaque to the existing presentation of Ross’ artwork at the 
entry to the center. 

The Marion Council on Aging’s existing emergency 
fund was named the Susan Schwager Memorial Fund. 
Under Schwager’s tenure at the COA, the fund was created 
to support life-sustaining services. Burr and Parker said the 
legacy recognition is well-deserved. 
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The board approved a two-week extension of a 
Mobile Home Permit at 357 Point Road with the condition 
of inspection by the town’s Health agent. 

The board approved Water /Sewer commitments 
of $1,572.28 (final readings August 11), $400 (new water 
service August 21) and $629.20 (final readings August 25.) 

The board approved two Special One-Day 
Alcohol Beverage Licenses for the Marion Social Club, 

44 Pumping Station Road, one for its Chicken Bake on 
Sunday, September 17, from 12:00 pm to 4:00 pm and the 
second for its Pig Roast on Sunday, October 15, from 12:00 
pm to 5:00 pm. 

The board entered Executive Session pursuant 
to Purpose 3 of General Law Chapter 30A, Section 21(a) 
(2) to conduct strategy for negotiations with the town 
administrator or collective bargaining or nonunion 
personnel. The board adjourned without returning to 
open session. 

The next meeting of the Marion Select Board is 
scheduled for Tuesday, September 19, at 6:00 pm at the 
Police Station. 


Select Board Caught off Guard 
Mattapoisett Select Board

After numerous meetings which have taken place 
over several years, the Mattapoisett Select Board was 
caught off guard as they met with VHB, the town’s village 
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street planner. Coming before the board were Shawn 
Giatas and Jamie Pisano to discuss the massive roadway 
improvement project for the village streets Main Street, 
Water Street and Marion Road. 

Just a few minutes into the meeting, the board 
and those in attendance learned that instead of 11 trees 
slated for removal, the number had jumped to 36. One 
could have heard a pin drop. 

Pisano explained that after meeting with the 
Massachusetts Department of Transportation and the 
federal agency scheduled to help fund the project, 
preliminary designs were deemed unacceptable. There 
were more trees that would have to be removed in order 
to provide adequate utility easements and mandatory 
sidewalks. He told the board that VHB was looking for 
guidance on how to move forward, given this difficult 
news. 

Select Board member Jordan Collyer didn’t bite 
his tongue, saying, “How did we get this far and not 
know this sooner?” The original design concept showed 
the removal of 11 trees. 

Longtime Tree Committee and Select Board 
member Jodi Bauer quietly said, “That’s too many trees.” 

Select Board member Tyler Macallister said it 
would be difficult to ask residents to accept the loss of so 
many trees. “People will be on my front lawn,” he said. 

Tree Committee member Michael Immel asked to 
be put on the board’s agenda to discuss the matter further. 
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He also noted concern that trees not slated for removal 
will be negatively impacted by construction that would 
undermine deep-root systems. 

VHB was asked to go back to the conceptual- 
design drawing board and bring something back that the 
town could work with in terms of tree removal. 

Also meeting with the board was Andrew Nelson 
of Childs Engineering Corporation, the Bellingham-based 
firm that is working on Long Wharf’s rehabilitation 
project. He reviewed the soil report which confirmed 
initial belief that the wharf was built well and with 
materials that can be reused or left in place moving 
forward. “We can adjust to it,” Nelson commented 
regarding the materials. 

There was discussion around whether 
manufactured stone is viable or if granite, a more 
expensive material, should be used and if concrete is 
reasonable for infilling the wharf. 

Marine Advisory Board Chairman Carlos 
DeSousa gave the Childs report high marks and said that 
in terms of material, granite is widely used throughout 
the area, including Bristol, Rhode Island and Maine. 

The board members did not agree on how to 
advise Childs on which materials to estimate the job 
with concrete or all granite. Macallister and Collyer both 
believe granite would stand the test of time, while Bauer 
opted for a hybrid solution using some concrete and some 
granite. Preliminary estimates range from $8,000,000 to 
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$12,000,000, depending on materials. 

In the end, Childs was asked to produce 
several conceptual designs that could be used in public 
engagement meetings. 

Earlier in the meeting, Meghan St. John and 
David Nicolosi received approval for an all-alcohol license 
for What the Taco. 

Also, the board appointed Matthew Desrosiers as 
a part-time civilian EMT. 

Town Administrator Mike Lorenco shared that the 
Holy Ghost grounds-reuse survey deadline is September 
17. He said some 500 surveys have been submitted thus 
far. 

Lorenco announced that the Town Meeting 
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warrant will open on September 26 and close on October 
10. Town Meeting is scheduled for November 6 at Old 
Rochester Regional High School auditorium at 6:30 pm. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett Select Board 
was not announced upon adjournment. 


Dog Bites at Washburn 
Marion Board of Health

There were two dog bites at Washburn Park, and 
Marion Board of Health members have asked Health 
Director Lori Desmarais to send out an e-blast warning 
the public and dog owners to take notice and precautions. 

During the board’s September 7 public meeting, 
Desmarais said a person riding a bicycle was bit and then 
a runner was bit. Both incidents happened at the end of 
August. Desmarais said she is not sure if the same dog 
was the culprit. The owner of the dog went over to the 
bike-riding victim, and the victim was not aware that skin 
was broken so the incident was not immediately reported. 

Desmarais said there have been 10 dog-bites 
reported to the Marion Board of Health in 2023. The other 
eight occurred on private property. 

There is no leash law in town, and Desmarais said 
with rabies vaccinations high, there is a low risk of rabies. 

As long as the dog is owned by a resident and is 
up-to-date with its rabies vaccination status, there is no 
need for prophylactic treatments. However, Desmarais 
said, if someone is bitten by a dog, that person must 
identify the dog and owner and make sure the animal is 
rabies-vaccinated. That biting dog must be quarantined 
for 10 days, according to Desmarais. 

Acknowledging there is no leash law in Marion, 
board members said it is common for unleashed dogs to 
be at Washburn Park. Desmarais said she believes that 
both dogs were not leashed. “The idea of a leash law 
in Marion would go over like a lead balloon,” Board of 
Health Chairman Ed Hoffer said. 

Desmarais said, so far, there have been no Eastern 
Equine Encephalitis cases or West Nile Virus in Marion 
this year. There has been one human West Nile Virus 
case from someone in eastern Massachusetts and another 
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human case in Middlesex County. No animal cases have 
been reported for either disease, but 107 mosquitoes 
statewide have tested positive for West Nile Virus. 

Desmarais said people should still take 
precautions such as wearing longer sleeves and pants at 
dawn and dusk when mosquitoes are most active. They 
should also limit activities around that time. 

Health Agent Shallyn Rodriguez reported that 
owners of 28 Pitcher Street have made progress on 
cleaning up the property and the main building. Pest 
traps have also been replaced. She said there is still a 
boat, shed and cottage in disrepair and will conduct a 
reinspection. 

A similar property at 8 Pie Alley will be 
reinspected, and Rodriguez should have an update at the 
board’s next meeting. 

The board also discussed its pool regulations. Per 
the state, if someone has an electronic pool cover that one 
can walk over, a fence is not required. 

Citing a past drowning, board members said 
they are happy with the fence regulation. They asked 
Desmarais to gather more data, including how other 
communities are handling this regulation. 

The board continued a hearing and approved a 
variance for a septic tank and leaching field at 25 West 
Avenue. The applicant moved the proposed system 
farther from adjacent property lines and will install a 
denitrification system, which will require an annual 
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inspection. 

The next meeting of the Marion Board of Health 
is scheduled for Thursday, September 21, at 4:00 pm at the 
Police Station. 


MRC Hopes Pamphlet Will Produce Votes 
Marion Marine Resources Commission

The Marion Marine Resources Commission hopes 
soon to be distributing a pamphlet intended to dispel 
false rumors about funding for the new Maritime Center 
that the commissioners say persist despite facts on public 
record. 
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“It’s a checks-and-balances thing at Town 
Meeting, it’s not really from the taxpayers. I still hear 
people say the harbor uses a lot of our tax dollars. I keep 
telling them ...,” said MRC member Tad Wollenhaupt 
during Monday night’s public meeting at the Police 
Station. 

The MRC wants Marion citizens to understand 
that votes at the October 23 Special Town Meeting 
supporting the appropriation of $1,200,000 for the 
construction of the new harbormaster’s operations 
building will not come from tax dollars but from the 
Waterways Account, which is supported entirely by 
harbor-related fees. 

“The funding is already there for the project,” 
said Marion Interim Harbormaster Adam Murphy. “The 
grant funding is the real issue for me. I think we’ve spent 
$300,000; we could be turning back ($1,300,000.)” 

Under Governor Baker, the state-sponsored 
Seaport Economic Council pledged $1,600,000 in support 
of the new harbormaster building at Island Wharf, and 
a Town Meeting vote approved a redesign of the then, 
$2,000,000 construction project. 

In the past two years as construction costs have 
skyrocketed, the town has submitted approximately 
$300,000 in related invoices and receives reimbursement 
accordingly. Not following through on the project would 
forfeit the remaining $1,300,000 in SEC grant funding. 

The fact the SEC did not come through with the 
entire $3,000,000 applied for has, according to Murphy, 
spawned an assumption that the taxpayers are being 
asked to make up the difference. He says that is flat-out 
wrong. The bidding period for construction closes on 
October 12. 

The MRC knows less about the town’s 17-year-old 
patrol boat, which is out of the water and being evaluated 
at Barden’s Boatyard. 

“We're waiting for a report,” said Murphy, who 
told the commissioners that cracks in the boat have 
widened, that a port-side fuel leak is further compromised 
by the two tanks’ separation from their connections to the 
boat. 

Even if the cost of fixing that problem is palatable,

weighing the value of a probable $200,000 repair is 
questionable after Murphy was told that he and former 
Harbormaster Isaac Perry made the patrol boat last five 
more years than every other known community to own the 
same model. 

The alternative is a new patrol boat that would 
cost approximately $720,000, but that figure could increase 
based on features. A new patrol boat was anticipated with 
fee increases made earlier this year, as that money would 
also come from the Waterways Account. 

Murphy and Assistant Harbormaster Dave Wilson 
are closely studying a 33-foot model that they say the 
Town of Scituate was able to fund 75% of the cost with a 
matching grant. 

Murphy said that the chief of police (Richard 
Nighelli) is trying to get the Port Security Grant sponsored 
by the Federal Emergency Management Association 
(FEMA.) A new boat would take 18 months to build. 
Shortening the boat to less than 33 feet would result in the 
loss of critical storage space for tools and equipment, said 
Murphy. 

Vice Chairman Greg Houdelette, who presided 
in lieu of Chairman Vin Malkoski, asked Murphy about 
a timeline on staffing. Murphy said he expects to learn 
within the next few weeks what Nighelli decides to do with 
the harbormaster position. Statewide police reform has led 
to demanding training time, the elimination of many part- 
time officers and reorganization of harbor departments. 

Administrative Assistant Lisa MacLean was on 
hand to answer questions about the Harbormaster’s new 
database, which is only partway toward function starting 
with the import of individual mooring information. After 
that comes dinghy dock, float and kayak information. The 
data-import process will take months. 

The secure, web-based program features a color- 
coded moorings map “so that we’re not looking at three of 
four spreadsheets. ... That’s going to be a huge savings in 
time for us,” said Murphy. 

Each mooring holder will be listed in the 
right margin of the map page, and from there a town 
representative or boatyard with user credentials can click 
on a mooring and check inspection status. 
product is the elimination of dormant 
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accounts. Murphy says some outstanding excise tax 
dates back to 2007. “The people are just gone, they’re not 
even in the database,” he said. “We’re working with the 
assessors to get those off the books.” The new system, he 
says, will flag any action and delinquent account holders 
will not receive their permits. 

Inspectors will be able to enter notifications on 
the site. MacLean is telling the inspectors she wants all of 
the inspections done by the end of the year. 

“Lisa’s working really hard to get this up and 
running. This program is going to be able to get us to do 
online payments,” said Murphy. 

While Marion will save over $5,000 in the first 
year just by switching systems, it also stands to lose 
$7,000 to $10,000 in late fees that are likely to be avoided 
with the convenience of online billing. 

Due to the massive amount of data left to upload, 
Murphy does not expect the system to go live this year. 

In other business, Commissioner Cheryl Souza 
agreed to serve on the MRC’s Planning subcommittee. 

The next meeting of the Marion Marine Resources 
Commission is scheduled for Tuesday, October 24, at 7:00 
pm. 


‘Discovery’ First among Workshops 
Rochester Master Plan

Its resident survey already launched, the Town 
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of Rochester announced on Tuesday morning the public 
process toward developing a Master Plan with the 
guidance of the Southeastern Regional Planning and 
Economic Development District (GRPEDD.) 

Town Planner Nancy Durfee serves on the 
Master Plan Committee and will focus on land use with 
Planning Board Chairman Arnie Johnson, while Rochester 
Facilities Manager Andrew Daniel, Select Board member 
Brad Morse (economic development), Matthew Monteiro 
(historic and land trust), Jeff Eldridge (transportation), 
David Hughes (open space and recreation) and Jordan 
Latham (natural and cultural resources) will play to their 
strengths. 

With experience having worked for SRPEDD, 
helping write Dartmouth’s Master Plan, working with 
Somerset and on Massachusetts’ first of its kind coastal 
plan for Scituate, Durfee is keenly aware of the need for 
community participation. Knowing what a town wants is 
a prerequisite to making it happen. 

“It’s a great process, it’s very difficult to do, 
they’re not the easiest plans to write. Public outreach is 
most important,” Durfee said, stressing the town’s need 
to understand its own residents’ concerns. “What is your 
unique perspective?” 

In learning what it can via a survey that remains 
open through October 11, Rochester can begin to identify 
big-picture needs and develop strategies to meet them. 

Amidst an all-hands-on-deck feasibility study for 
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a proposed upgrade to its Fire and Police facilities and 
in a town seeing massive commercial and/or residential 
projects under construction, along with many solar farms, 
a struggling cranberry industry and the MBTA’s South 
Coast Rail project carrying potential ramifications for 
affordable-housing requirements, Rochester’s interest in 
launching a Master Plan is more than timely. 

On Tuesday, Rochester announced the first of its 
Master Plan-related gatherings, a two-hour (from 6:00 pm 
to 8:00 pm) Discovery Workshop. Residents can choose 
to attend in person on Monday, October 2, at the Senior 
Center on Dexter Lane or on Tuesday, October 3, via 
Zoom. 

In the kickoff sessions, residents will learn how 
and what a municipal Master Plan is, how it works, how 
it’s developed, its purpose and its abiding function to 
inform elected officials and administrative staff when 
confronting large and small-scale needs is in Rochester. 

“It takes at least 15 months to create a Master 
Plan; it’s a plan that covers anywhere from 10 to 15 years. 
You really have to revisit it at that time,” said Durfee, 
noting the effects that the COVID-19 pandemic has had 
on municipal projects public and private, first where 
it concerned supply-chain delays but more recently 
skyrocketing construction costs. “Obviously, you don’t 
want to see (your Master Plan) sit on the shelf.” 

Under Massachusetts law, a recognized Master 
Plan will include nine essential components: goals and 
policies; land use; housing; economic development; 
natural and cultural resources; open space and 
recreation; public services and facilities; circulation and 
transportation; and implementation. 

“All of those things, we'll dive down deeper into 
those categories,” said Durfee, noting that the October 
2-3 Discovery Workshop sessions constitute the first 
step, after which the committee will hold subsequent 
workshops in October and February that break off into 
various areas before an Open House is held in June to 
approve a final draft of the plan. 

The two primary ways that the Master Plan, 
once developed, will influence Rochester are the obvious 
follow-up strategies of implementation but also the 
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abiding manner that any short or long-term project needs 
to be informed by and measured for fit with the Master 
Plan. 

The Master Plan, says Durfee, will help mobilize 
the town by knowing it has established consensus and 
should therefore, for instance, seek a grant to fund a 
project it can develop and then put before voters at a 
Town Meeting. 

SRPEDD, Durfee’s former employer, serves as 
a liaison and helps shepherd conversations between the 
state and 27 Massachusetts municipalities as far west as 
the Rhode Island border and as far north as Plainville, 
running along the Route 495 corridor as far southeast as 
Wareham. 

Since roadway infrastructure got started, regional 
planning agencies have emerged. SRPEDD assists 
municipalities with comprehensive and environmental 
information and think tanks. 

Community involvement will not be limited to 
the current voting generation. 

“Planning is at the forefront of a community 
moving forward - not just the residents, but we want 
the children to participate,” said Durfee, noting that the 
online survey has been shared with the public schools. 

Residents have been asked to participate in 
the survey with their children. A 10-year-old today, she 
explained, will be 20 years old at the age that they inherit 
what gets decided in this Master Plan. 

“We want to make sure they’re involved,” said 
Durfee. “Outreach is the one thing you can do. ... We 
want to get it right.” 

The Master Plan survey and related information 
can be found at: srpedd.org / comprehensive-planning / 
community-master-plans /rochester-master-plan/. 

For those who consider themselves technology 
challenged, Durfee said the Plumb Library and the 
Council on Aging (Senior Center) are solid resources to 
help guide people through the survey. It takes from 10 to 
15 minutes to complete.

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Fixed Pier Construction Hits Ledge 
Mattapoisett Conservation Commission

Engineer David Davignon of Schneider, Davignon 
& Leone, Inc., came before the Mattapoisett Conservation 
Commission on Monday night, requesting an Amended 
Order of Conditions. 

After acknowledging the sacrifices made on 
this date in 2001, which was preceded by the Pledge of 
Allegiance, Davignon explained to the commissioners the 
nature of the request. 

While driving pilings into the substrate at 35 
Mattapoisett Neck Road for a fixed pier owned by David 
and Lois Monteiro, the construction had to be halted due 
to the impenetrable presence of ledge. 

Davignon said that attempts were made, using 
various types of equipment to sufficiently reach the 
necessary depth for the pilings to become secure. Those 
efforts failed. On Monday, he went before the board with 
a new plan of record that reduced the length of the pier 
and to use substituted materials for a portion of the fixed 
pier with a float. 

After careful consideration, the commissioners 
agreed to the change, granting the amendment and the 
new plan of record. 

Also requesting an Amended Order of Conditions 
was Andy Stackpole of Field Engineering for Rose and 
Mark Robert, 17 Ned’s Point Road, for the reconfiguration 
of a planned, inground pool and pool house. 

Stackpole explained that the pool would be 
repositioned on the site for safety reasons and that a 
sewer line to the pool house for sanitary systems was 
being abandoned. The requested amendment was 
granted, along with a new plan of record. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett 
Conservation Commission is scheduled for Monday, 
September 25, at 6:30 pm. 


Megan’s Permit under Final Review 
Rochester Planning Board

Rochester’s Planning Board Tuesday came a 
step closer to approving the Special Permit and Site Plan 
Review application for the commercial building at 621 
County Road that will include the recreational marijuana 
retail store Megan’s Organic Market, but not to the 
satisfaction of the petitioner’s attorney. 

The Planning Board reviewed the draft decision 
with conditions and added a new one, that the sign 
clearly state it is a cannabis store. Board member Paul 
Carr repeated his request in a previous meeting that 
this condition be included to avoid a customer wrongly 
thinking the store is merely an organic-produce market. 

The petitioner’s attorney said his client had no 
problem with this condition but then frowned as he asked 
why the Planning Board could not take an approval vote 
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at Tuesday’s meeting. 

Board Chairman Arnold Johnson answered that 
the panel likes to take time to review a draft decision on 
a Special Permit and approve it at a subsequent meeting. 
The board will consider approving the Special Permit for 
Megan’s Organic Market at its next meeting on September 
26. 

As discussion ended, the board asked the 
project’s engineering consultant, Phil Cordeiro of Allen 
and Major Associates, to supply a rendering of what the 
requested “cannabis” sign would look like at that next 
meeting. Cordeiro agreed to do so. 

When approved, the retail recreational marijuana 
store will be housed in a 7,500-square-foot commercial 
building between two residential lots with a 24-foot-wide 
driveway entrance. 

Traffic flow will send deliveries to the western 
rear of the building and be spacious enough for 
emergency vehicle access as well. Water will come from a 
tie-in to the Town of Wareham supply. Vegetative setbacks 
of 20 feet will be built between the residences, as well as 
a 6-foot-high fence on one side. Lighting will have “zero 
spillage” onto other properties and will be controlled by 
motion sensors. 

Next, the Planning Board approved another 
continuance, until October 10, for the Site Plan Review 
application for a tree and perennials nursery on 2.5 acres 
at 157 Vaughan Hill Road, filed by Jennifer and Chuck 
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TREE & LANDSCAPING 


Anderson of Tree Talk Natives, LLC. 

Johnson noted the tree farm is up and running, 
but the owners are only advertising to go to customers for 
a “consult” on their tree needs, which is perfectly legal. 
He added the board may need to deny the operation a 
permit if the petitioners have made no progress with 
submitting specific plans by October 10. 

The petitioners have had the application for 
the site for almost a year and are only being asked for 
plans for the site’s parking area. “It’s a safety issue,” 
Johnson said. “The parking lot needs to be protected from 
sinking.” 

In other action, the Planning Board signed the 
Certificate of Compliance for the solar project at 0 Walnut 
Plain Road and Old Middleboro Road and reviewed 
proposed zoning bylaw changes. 

Johnson said the changes will only need to 
be ready for the Spring 2024 Annual Town Meeting. 
Proposals discussed by the board and Building 
Commissioner Paul Boucher Tuesday night included 
tweaking the language for back-lot residential additions, 
site-plan review and accessory apartments. A proposed 
back-lot residential-housing use shall be on property 
owned by the petitioner for at least five years prior to the 
application. 

An approved site plan is valid only if signed by 
Planning Board members. Accessory apartment zoning 
will have a new set of specific standards. 
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The Rochester Planning Board’s next meeting is 
scheduled for Tuesday, September 26, at 7:00 pm at Town 
Hall, 1 Constitution Way. 


Plant Moves Forward after Tornado 
MRV Water District Commission/Water Supply Protection 
Advisory Committee

Given the floor on Tuesday to offer the 
Mattapoisett River Valley Water District Commission a 
Treatment Plant operations update, Henri Renauld got 
right to the point. 

“We got hit by a tornado,” he said, describing 
a scary scenario in which both gates were temporarily 
blocked with one person at the site. “Mr. Barros got the 
doors open, got to the main propane tanks and shut off 
the gas. Power was restored overnight but no ability 
to run it remotely. The generator switch didn’t transfer 
correctly so someone had to stay at the plant.” 

Two days later power was restored, so it was a 
48-hour period of spot checks at the facility, according to 
Renauld. 

The August 8 EF-1 tornado that ripped through 
a northerly section of Mattapoisett and also inflicted 
damage to the town’s Highway Department brought 
about a list of MRV-related claims totaling $75,214.52 that 
have been submitted to vendors and the commission’s 
insurance company. Renauld said the MRV will be 
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receiving a check for the fence tree removal and the fence 
itself. 

The Water Treatment Plant incurred an estimated 
$220,000 in electrical damage, so the MRV will be moving 
forward with that claim. 

The MRV is using Fall River Electric as its vendor, 
which Renauld described as a big union shop with 
extensive knowledge on the level of damage affecting 
the MRV. Bailey sought to ensure that the insurance 
company that labeled its payment as “a settlement check” 
understands that action does not conclude the MRV’s 
claims. 

Member Nick Nicholson asked if the $220,000 
claim will include work to replace the transfer switch at 
the plant. Renauld said the plan is to set up a portable 
generator for a week, putting low-testers on MRV’s 
generator to test it. “We’re hoping to get it figured out in 
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two or three days, which would lessen (amount on) the 
invoice — right now it’s set at a week and $220, 000,” said 
Renauld. 

Member David Pierce asked about the roof. 
Renauld said there is a tarp over a hole in the roof that is 
presently working. Mattapoisett-based DB Services has 
been to the plant, where it had done $12,000 worth of 
repairs and is now doing a $16,000 replacement. 

In the wake of the tornado, Jon Gregory of Tata 
& Howard noted that downed trees have made the 
old monitoring wells that Dave Watling measures on a 
monthly basis difficult to access. 

Pierce publicly thanked Renauld and his staff for 
their work amidst the tornado crisis, noting there was 
never water interruption anywhere. 

Gregory reported on the Water Treatment 
Plant filter project. He said in regard to equipment 
procurement, a contract with Koch has been signed and 
executed with hard copies going to Koch this week. The 
filtering-system vendor has indicated long-lead items like 
membranes will be submitted by this week so they can 
send back approvals and get them manufactured. 

As of December 6, 2022, the Massachusetts Clean 
Water Trust Dec. 6 approved additional SRF funding to 
close the gap between the old figure of $1,800,000 and the 
revised cost of $2,900,000. A second contract addressing 
insulation involves working with an electrical engineer. 

Gregory said that Tata & Howard wants to meet 
with MassDEP regarding the two-phase project that 
involves permitting and upgrading an existing facility so 
it’s presumed the MRV needs state input and approval. 
Gregory will update the MRV on a meeting with 
MassDEP over the next couple of weeks. 

Renauld noted that the zero-interest borrowing 
rate hoped for will actually be a 2% interest rate. The MRV 
will push for 20 years on its new loan; Furtado reminded 
the commissioners that the 2006 loan comes off the books 
in a couple of years, making it a short overlap. Renauld 
said that the current system has been working for 13 years 
so the new system may last 15 or 16 years. 

Loan rates are based on a tiered system 
measuring a municipality’s median household income 
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against the state average. The MRV falls into a middle- 
level tier. 

Ina brief Tata & Howard Report, Gregory said 
that annual Emergency Response Training will be held 
in two sessions: November 1 and 2 at the Marion Music 
Hall. 

Earlier during the public meeting of the Water 
Supply Protection Advisory Committee, Gregory was 
authorized to purchase a second reserve level logger. “We 
have one spare in hand and four of the originals still in 
place. At any point, they’re pretty much past their useful 
life,” he said. Gregory also noted that Watling, who had 
been dealing earlier this year with a leg injury, is “back in 
full force doing his work.” 
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With separate Unibank accounts containing 
$345,000 and $21,000, the commissioners voted to 
authorize Vinnie Furtado and Anne Carreiro to transfer 
those funds to the Town of Fairhaven, the administrative 
home of the MRV. 

As vice chairman and one who reports on 
invoices for Water Treatment Plant, Renauld requested 
a second signatory for all checks he signs. Angie Lopes 
Ellison, who works for the Town of Fairhaven, noted that 
only the town treasurer signs any check written by the 
town. 

The MRV is sitting on a class-action lawsuit 
regarding per- and polyfluoroalkyl substances (PFAS) 
that are made up of a large, complex group of synthetic 
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chemicals emanating from consumer products since the 
1950s. 

According to Marion DPW engineer Meghan 
Davis, there has been no PFAS detection in any of the 
MRV member communities. Attorney Blair Bailey, 
attending the meeting, noted that no action is the 
appropriate stance, especially since there have been no 
damages to this point. “I think we just wait and see what 
comes of it,” he said. 

Both the committee and the commission voted to 
keep leadership roles the same for another year. 

Water District Commission invoices for 
September totaled $85,935.56. The commissioners voted to 
pay the bills as presented by Renauld. 

With committee treasurer Jeff Furtado on 
vacation, MRV Chairman Vinnie Furtado reported four 
July invoices paid led by $5,261.60 to Tata & Howard 
and an ending balance of $139,525.73. The committee 
approved the report and voted again to approve the 
payment of three new invoices including $1,619.14 to Tata 
& Howard for river-monitoring services. 

The committee determined that a solar project at 
Cushman Road in Rochester makes no negative impact to 
Zone 2 and recommended approval of the project. 

Before the committee adjourned, Alan Decker 
of the Buzzards Bay Coalition updated the members 
on the water-supply resilience project spearheaded by 
Mattapoisett. Decker was pleased to announce that 
the layer of protection has occurred and that all of the 
necessary land acquisitions took place in July. 

The area that completes the project is known 
as Red Brick Farm East (102 acres north of Wolf 
Island Road and east of Long Plain Road primarily in 
Mattapoisett but also in Rochester.) That land is now 
owned by Mattapoisett and managed by its Water /Sewer 
Department, according to Decker. 

The western and southern components had 
already been completed. 

All the CPA funding has been collected, he said, 
and stressed that the Buzzards Bay Coalition is trying to 
coordinate with state officials to hold a ribbon-cutting 
event to officially open up the property sometime in late 
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September or early October. 

Pierce confirmed that the project received the 
$150,000 appropriation that the MRV had set aside. 
Decker assured him that had happened early in the 
process. 

A regional meeting of water officials will be 
scheduled in accordance with the availability of member- 
town representatives, including Select Board members. 
Davis will organize the meeting on the basis that it will be 
held via Zoom. 

The next meetings of the MRV Water Supply 
Protection Advisory Committee / District Commission are 
scheduled for Tuesday, October 10, at 3:30 pm and 4:00 
pm, respectively. 


New Era at RMS 
Rochester School Committee

It’s been a decade since Rochester Memorial 
School began a school year without Derek Medeiros as 
its principal, but the elementary school has moved on by 
introducing Heidi Letendre as interim principal for the 
2023-24 academic year. 

Letendre had worked at RMS as a student-teacher 
30 years ago, so her introduction was part of a festive 
opening meeting for the Rochester School Committee on 
August 31. Old Rochester Regional Superintendent of 
Schools Mike Nelson said that since accepting the job, 
Letendre has been working. 

ORR also introduced a familiar face in the new 
role of interim director of Student Services as Kris Lincoln, 
who has worked in all six ORR schools over an almost 
20-year period, replaces Craig Davidson. After time in 
Colorado, Teah Keogh returns to the ORR District as an 
English Language Learning specialist. 

At RMS, Leigh Beson comes on as a Grade 1 
teacher, and Caitlyn Coelho is a new Grade 6 Special 
Education liaison. Lauren Harper and Bridget Houlihan 
join RMS as Grade 5 teachers. From the small-world 
department, Nelson reported that Harper is the neighbor 
of one of his high school teachers, who assures Nelson 
that Harper is a very good teacher. 
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Alexia Pacheco joins RMS as a Project Grow 
teacher, and Jacquelyn St. Thomas is the new school 
psychologist. Erin Sharp is an instructional assistant, and 
Catherine Staier, a frequent substitute in 2022-23, joins the 
RMS staff as a Grade 1 teacher. 

Nelson said many schools were dealing this 
summer with vacancies, but RMS is down to one. 

RMS Paraprofessional Lynne Arruda was 
recognized for her 25 years of service, and RMS Special 
Education Secretary Kimberly Amato was recognized 
for 15 years. “Most of our staff, when they come here 
they end up staying here, which is what you want,” said 
Nelson. 

Two RMS staffers changed positions, Tess 
Hedblom going from Special Education Classroom 
teacher to Grade 2 teacher and Lea Sims from Lunch aide 
to instructional assistant. 

Opening Day ceremonies for the district included 
faculty representatives from all six schools at the high 
school, and Nelson was enthused to tell the committee 
about Sippican School Grade 6 student Nia Gonzalez, 
who delivered an inspirational keynote address to ORR 
faculty. Nelson called Gonzalez “an incredible leader.” 

In her Chairperson’s Report, Sharon Hartley 
and committee member Kate Duggan brought to the 
committee’s attention the fact that Rochester is aligned in 
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Division 3 with fellow Tri-Towns Marion and Mattapoisett 
and the ORR District as a whole. 

The committee voted to approve an OpenSciEd 
grant of $4,100 for Grade 5. 

Hartley said the RMS solar-canopy project is still 
being hashed out. As of the August 31 School Committee 
meeting, the town’s next step was for the Select Board to 
consider an amendment to the amount of money in the 
PILOT account. The electricity rate would presumably 
lock in for two decades. 

Nelson credited Erin Bednarczyk for her role in 
helping ORR upgrade its website, and Nelson said the 
district is working on a phone app. 

Vision 2028, a new five-year plan for the district, 
will be presented to the Joint School Committee on 
September 28. 

Dr. Shari Fedorowicz, ORR’s assistant 
superintendent of Teaching and Learning, addressed the 
committee, focusing on opening day and the positive 
atmosphere at RMS, which was a facility well prepared 
for the beginning of school. Fedorowicz publicly 
recognized Kim Reed for her effort to make the new 
teachers feel welcome on the first day. 

Fedorowicz also updated the committee on the 
literacy program instituted last year. 

During a scheduled School Committee 
Reorganization vote, Hartley was reelected as chairperson 
of the committee.

Pouches to Secure Cell Phones 
ORR School Committee

The Old Rochester Regional School District is 
engaging a grant program that would magnetize Junior 
High School students’ cell phones via a special pouch as 
a means of upgraded security and creating the potential 
of limited usage during school hours at select locations in 
the building. 

In its first public meeting of the new academic 
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year on September 7, the ORR School Committee 
reviewed and voted to accept a $13,020 grant that will 
try out the technology on a pilot basis for the 2023-24 
academic year. 

According to current policy, ORR Junior High 
District students are not allowed to use their phones 
during school hours. ORR High School students have 
their own policy and are not part of this pilot program. 

“It’s not opt-in, opt-out,” clarified Junior High 
Principal Silas CoehlIner, who added there would be 
limited exceptions. “They’re not supposed to be checking 
their phones at all. They power them down and put them 
in their locker.” 

Citing the distraction of 88 cell-phone infractions 
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during the 2022-23 school year, CoehIner pitched the 
technology to the committee after reading up on eight 
schools in Massachusetts that have received the grant 
and also schools in New York. He cited data from 900 
subscribing schools, 65% of which reported improvement 
in academic performance, 74% in student behavior and 
83% in student engagement in the classroom. 

With the program, students receive a Yondr-brand 
pouch for their phone that locks via a magnetic device. 
The devices cost $20 each. The school building will have 
magnetic stations where, with potential policy changes, 
phones could be used for limited periods of time. An 
implementation schedule will be developed. 

Joe Pires’ was the lone dissenting vote against 
accepting the grant. During discussion, Pires suggested 
that students should not have to wait until the end of 
the day to access their phones. Matthew Monteiro asked 
about emergency scenarios and if the pouch could be cut 
open. Coehlner suspects it could, being made of a Velcro- 
based material. 

Superintendent of Schools Mike Nelson clarified 
that the administration will work with school committees 
on all matters relating to implementation and potential 
amendments to policy. 

The Town of Acushnet recently reached out 
to ORR about the possibility of having its high school 
students pay tuition to attend ORRHS. Other than 
vocational and private high schools, Acushnet students 
currently choose between attending Fairhaven or New 
Bedford high schools. The committee voted to authorize 
Nelson to meet with Acushnet administrators to discuss 
a partnership and report back to the committee for 
feedback. 

Citing the end of school on June 10 and several 
meetings scheduled during the final week, the committee 
voted unanimously to revise its meeting schedule and 
push back the June 6, 2024, meeting to June 12. 

In her Chairperson’s Report, Michelle 
Smith welcomed back the committee and thanked 
administration and staff for their work in preparing the 
facilities, as seen during a committee tour. 

In his Principal’s Report, Mike Devoll publicly 
acknowledged the initiative of ORR’s Class of 1988 in 
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its creation of a nonprofit Alumni Association that will 
participate in and support ORR events this year. 

In his Central Office Report, Nelson took 
the committee through a sample tour of the district’s 
upgraded website and noted that ORR schools began the 
2023-24 school year fully staffed. 

ORR Administration recognized some milestone 
achievements at the high school, as Registrar Kelly 
Bertrand reached 25 years of service and World Language 
Teacher Diane Palombo-Gomes reached 20 years. ene

These past few years have shown an increase

How does one access the Harbormaster’s office 
when the ground beneath the building is under twenty 
feet of water, and hurricane winds are whipping up 
mighty waves? Will the Harbormaster and his/her 
employees be able to effectively carry out their marine- 
related duties and responsibilities from their precarious 
perch high in the air? 

Will the Harbormaster and employees be riding 
out storms and hurricanes from inside a risky 1,700 + i= 
s.f. box situated 23.5 feet in the air? I believe thoughtful 
and sensible consideration must be given to a trailer that 
will serve as the Harbormaster office. A trailer can be 
hauled out of harm’s way during powerful storms, but a 
box perilously suspended 23.5 feet in the air is a target. 
A target that could be blown to smithereens scattering 
debris far and wide. The health and safety of the 
Harbormaster and others must come first, and the several 
millions of dollars saved on this extreme and extravagant 
project could be used for vital community projects.

One would think, as many others have said, 
that extraterrestrial visitors would probably want to 
give Earth a wide berth. Aliens don’t need to destroy 
the planet — we’re doing a fair job of that ourselves. 
The aliens in Landscape with Invisible Hand, a mopey 
sci-fi drama, take over Earth because they want to save 
us from ourselves — or so they say. Called “the Vuvv,” 
they rule from offworld colonies and resemble “gooey 
coffee tables.” Through translators, the Vuvv lay down 
the law: Anything that does not enrich or amuse them 
is not worth the space it inhabits. They try to be polite 
about it, but they find themselves conquering an easily 
cowed species, except for a few rebellious types. 

We follow the Campbell family. Beth (Tiffany 
Haddish), the mother, was once an attorney; now she 
has resumes out to fast-food chains. (Which, I guess, 
are still permitted to exist. The worldbuilding here 
probably doesn’t bear much deep thought.) Her son 
Adam (Asante Blackk) is a budding artist; the movie 
has eyes for him but more or less forgets about his 
sister Natalie (Brooklynn MacKinzie). Adam gets 
friendly with Chloe (Kylie Rogers), a fellow student 
in his art class. They kiss but seem more like casual 
friends than boyfriend / girlfriend. Regardless, Chloe 
hears about a way for them to make money by wearing 
“nodes” that allow the Vuvv to watch their romance; 
the aliens find human love fascinating. 

That might have been sufficient for an 
interesting premise, but writer-director Cory Finley, 
adapting a YA novel by M.T. Anderson, more or less 
drops that thread in favor of showing the Vuvv’s 
demands bringing indignity to the Campbells and to 
Chloe’s family, who live in the Campbells’ basement. 
What if one or both of the couple were gay yet had to 
keep up the ruse of playing straight? Instead, the Vuvv 
hold the threat of “debt for six generations” over the 
humans’ heads, leading to first Beth and then Chloe’s 
father playing wife to a Vuvv who only knows about 


family and marriage from what it’s seen on Earth 
television from the ‘50s. Watching Tiffany Haddish 
trying to play a good stereotypical wifey to a gooey 
coffee table should be funnier than it is. A lot of stuff 
here should be. 

Haddish only really gets her blood up in one 
scene, but it has no consequences since Chloe’s father 
apparently seamlessly steps into the wife role (it seems 
we all look the same to the Vuvv). Landscape tries to 
be an allegory about corporations deforming human 
life, but there’s a distinct lack of intriguing details, 
and though the plot eventually brings in a Vuvv who 
appreciates Adam’s art and offers him an elite position 
to ply his trade, its appreciation is only on the level of 
commerce and propaganda. Well, what if there were 
Vuvv with artistic, or at least not totally mercenary, 
sensibilities? The Vuvv are all boringly the same; they 
all have matching quirks and dominating personae. 
They don’t seem to have been thought out in dramatic 
terms — or comedic; the movie comes perilously close 
to being neither /nor, or null. 

Sometimes it enters that territory anyway. 
Haddish brings some gravitas to the scenes where her 
Beth frets about providing for her family; she plays 
Beth’s reality with all the pained honesty, clinging to 
whatever dignity she can, of an actor who once lived 
in her car. But that’s about it for emotional realism. We 
don’t really care about Adam and Chloe’s relationship, 
even if its failure means debtors’ prison for the family. 
Cory Finley apparently has bigger fish to fry, but any 
satirical points are so obvious as to be a big blur — 
we wait for something to flip the script, for someone 
among the Vuvv to act opposed to Vuvv dictates. But 
they don’t. They oppress, and the humans do what 
they must to survive. The result is more depressing 
than insightful or entertaining. 
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These grants can support a variety of artistic projects 
and activities in Marion-- including exhibits, festivals, 
field trips, short-term artist residencies, or performances 
in schools, workshops and lectures. This year we ask 
applicants to consider a possible virtual or “back up” 
option/and or dates for their events if possible. The 
inability to do this will not hinder your consideration 
however may be helpful for your project. 

The Marion Cultural Council is part of a network 
of 329 Local Cultural Councils serving all 351 cities and 
towns in the Commonwealth.

From the Files of the 


Rochester Historical Society 
By Connie Eshbach 

My mother used to tell stories about staying 
with her cousins at the cottage /camp at Snows Pond. 
They mostly centered on eating crackers with ketchup 
or peanut butter out of the jar for breakfast because they 
had run out of food. Then there were the stories about 
fitting a tarp onto the tall posts of the bed when it rained 
because the roof leaked. Of course, the tricky part came in 
the morning when it was time to get up and the tarp had 
to be tipped just so for the rain to run off without soaking 
them. 

By 1938, when this scary story I found at the 
museum happened, my mother had outgrown her 
sleepover adventures which were tame compared to what 
eight Rochester girls experienced. In August of 1938, the

the first night, they went to sleep on the ground outside 
the tent until they were woken up by rain and thunder 
in the early morning. They moved inside the tent. Sitting 
on the ground inside they saw a brilliant flash of light 
unaccompanied by any noise. They felt heat and burning 
and two of the girls were knocked unconscious. In the 
article, they say that they worked over one girl for half 
an hour before she came to. At the same time, they were 
holding up the tent which had partially collapsed. 

Going outside, the girls realized first, that all but 
two of them had itchy pale red zigzag marks on their skin 
and second, a very large pine tree had fallen on the back 
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of their tent. They determined that lightning had hit the 
tree, ripped it to splinters and burned a hole in the canvas 
tent. The lightning then traveled among the girls causing 
the burns. 

These girls: two Nutes, 2 Tomkiewiczs, a Hartley, 
a Gauthier, a Lawrence and a Forand, ranging in age from 
13 to 18 must certainly have been made of sturdy stock. 
After miraculously surviving both the falling tree and the 
lightning strike, they continued their camping weekend. 
They did, however, spend the remaining night in the 
island’s cottage. I have a feeling that their softball team 
was tough to beat.
